Counselors say registration succeeds

The new early registration 
process initiated this semester, 
allowing students to select classes 
and pay fees before regular 
registration, is the system for the 
future. Long frustrating registra¬ 
tion lines may be a thing of the 
past, say TJC counselors. 

Counselor Betty Plyler said 
school officials had been skeptical 
to what student reaction would 
be, but that the response of 3,312 
students who were processed 
early has the administration look¬ 
ing ahead to ways of improving it. 

“We were all floored by the 
number of students who took 
advantage of early registration. I 
don’t think anyone expected the 
response to be so good,’’ said 
Plyler. 

Plyler feels simplicity and 
convenience were reasons for 
high student acceptance. 

“Processing schedules on 


video tubes ensures no class 
conflicts and eliminates the 
frustrating and laborous practice 
of students having to work out 
conflicts at crowded registration 
tables,” she said. 

Plyler said the process also 
gave counselors more time to 
vyork on a one-to-one basis with 
students. 

“It is a lot easier to work out 
problems in my office than at a 


table with 50 students in line,” 
she said. 

Early registration, said Plyler, 
also allowed students to choose 
classes they wanted before the 
mad rush of late registrants, who 
found many classes closed. 

School officials, however, 
admit the system is far from 
perfect and many problems still 
need to be ironed out. 


Dean of Arts and Sciences 
Jerry Leard said some classes 
were filled too quickly, resulting 

in a daily posting of class addi-_ 
tions and closeouts, which left 
students unsure of the status of 
many classes. 

Plyler said the system of having 
studeuts'return at specific times 
to work out schedules left some

due to the winter storm which 
invaded East Texas two weeks 
ago preventing many from reg¬ 
istering at proper times, an 
unusually high number enrolled 
during late registration. 

With one day remaining in late 
registration, held last week in 
Vaughn Library, Lewis predicted 
some 2,000 would be paying the 
$10 late fee. 


last Tuesday, said Lewis, was 
postponed one day to allow 
students who had been hand¬ 
cuffed by bad weather to enroll 
with no penalty. 

Lewis said 1,511 students took 
advantage of the grace period, 
registering Monday, Jan. 19. 

Lewis said 200 registered last 
Tuesday and about 74 last Wed¬ 
nesday. __ -j_

Technology counselor Robert 
Cullins said he felt the college, 
even with early registration, is 10 
to 20 years behind the times in 
student registration. TJC should 
incorporate more automation for 
quicker student processing, he 
said. 

Cullins said every major college 
has a more advanced system of 
registration than TJC and that he 
is frustrated when he sees where 
the college should be. 

Plyler said she felt early 
registration is the first step to 
such automation. Registrar Ken¬ 
neth Lewis confirmed it is the 
policy the college was heading 
toward. 

“You have to keep in mind this 

was the first time we have tried

this,” said Plyler. “It was a great 
learning experience for every¬ 
body and a learning tool to build 
the future with.”

bad effects on clubs, schools

Priddy enjoys working in a 
professional atmosphere and 
is glad for the experience she 
is receiving while working at 
the Tyler paper. You also learn 
to work with and for people, 
she added. 

“I’m dedicated to both 
newspapers and I have dif¬ 
ferent responsibilities on each. 
School activities and classes 
take up lots of time and that is 
the main reason I can’t work 
very many hours—I keep the 
two separate,” Priddy ex¬ 
plained. 

Priddy works approximately 
12-16 hours a week at the Tyler 
Morning Telegraph and “be¬ 
tween 5 and 15 hours a week 
on the TJC News.” 


In the months since Texas 
raised the legal drinking age from 
18 to 19, businessmen and of¬ 
ficials have noted both positive 
and negative effects of the new 
law. 

While some area night club 
business has been hurt by the 
law, others have had no change. 

“The change has effected our 
business quite a bit,” said Lite- 
Lab head bartender and part- 
time manager Darrel Dean. 
“Being so close to TJC, we get a 
lot of the college crowd.” 

“Fraternities would have keg 
parties in the club, but with so 
many of fraternity members 
being 18, keg parties have been 
cut down,” Dean said. “The 
crowd is no less or more rowdy 
and we don’t have any more 
trouble with 18-year-olds than 
with older customers,” Dean 
said. 

Kaliga’s owner Travis Sealey 
thinks that the law is a good one. 
“We quit allowing 18-year-olds in 
the club back in May, months 
before Texas changed the law.” 

“We like to cater to an older 
crowd. Most of the trouble we had 


was caused by 18-year-olds, 
Sealy said. “A lot of my cus¬ 
tomers are college students.” 

“Most of the 18-year-olds are 
still in high school. That’s what 
the law is for, to keep liquor out of 
the high schools,” Sealy said. 

Jerry Hardy, Assistant Princi¬ 
pal at Robert E. Lee High School, 
also thinks the law is a good one. 

“There are 200 18-year-olds in 
the senior class at the start of the 
year and nearly all seniors are 18 
by the time they graduate. There 
very few 19-year-olds,”

Hardy said. “While

should have a large effect on less 
strict schools.” 

Hardy said that when the age 
was lowered from 21 to 18 in 1973 
it produced a very noticeable 
change. “Strict control has kept 
campus drinking to no more than 
one or two cases a year,” he said. 

The Tyler Police Department 
has noticed hardly any change. 

“Some of them (18-year-olds) 
are more scared to go out 
drinking because they’re afraid of 
being caught, but there hasn’t 
been any noticeable change,” 
said night shift police officer 
Robin Roberts. Roberts said that 
50 percent of the DWI’s in Tyler 
are under 25-years of age.

The Texas auto liability in¬ 
surance law which became ef¬ 
fective Jan. 1 has resulted in a 
flock of persons obtaining and 
renewing drivers’ licenses, De¬ 
partment of Public Safety Trooper 
Dan Havens said. 

Motorists must have a valid 
driver’s license to obtain auto 
liability insurance, a representa¬ 
tive for a Tyler insurance com¬ 
pany said. 

Havens said most of those 
coming in have never had a valid 
drivers’ license. Persons driving 
without a valid drivers’ license 
are not only violating that law, 
but also the new auto liability law. 

The new law requires motorists 
to carry proof of liability in¬ 
surance “to insure accident vic¬ 
tims that they are financially able 
to take care of the damages,” 


Havens said. This proof is usually 
in the form of an identification 
card bearing the owner’s name 
and policy number, insurance 
company and make of car. 

Tyler residents are currently 
under a 90-day “grace” period 
and will not be issued tickets for 
failure to have liability insurance 
until April 1 when the law has 
been in effect for 90 days, a Tyler 
Police Department spokesman 
said. • 

Failure to show auto liability 
identification when stopped by a 
DPS trooper or police officer after 
the “grace” period results in a 
$75-fme for first offenders. A 
subsequent offense can result in a 
loss of car tags, Havens said, and 
repeated offenses may result in a 
decided jail sentence.

The student activities system is 
working better now than ever, 
said Dr. Edwin E. Fowler, Vice 
President for Student Services.

future tennis instructors 


Stephen Smith, a 1978 gradu¬ 
ate, has returned to assist Coach 
Fred Kniffen in teaching tennis. - 
Smith does coach tennis players, 
but works primarily with students 
interested in. becoming tennis 
teachers. 

Smith got his start in tennis in 
an interesting way. Born in 
Potsdam, N.Y., he grew up 
playing tennis with only a sec¬ 
ondary interest in the sport. His 
first love was ice hockey, a sport 
played much in Canada which 
was only 15 miles away. 

Smith lettered in ice hockey at 
the University of New York at 
Oswego, N.Y. While playing, he 
tore the ligaments in one leg. The 
medical advice he received was to 
take up tennis and leave hockey 
behind. 

Smith concentrated more 
heavily on tennis arid eventually 
made it his game. Last year he 
was ranked in the top 20 players 
in Florida. 

Smith, who is studying at the 
University of Texas at Tyler, 
teaches students who wish to 
become tennis instructors. This 
teacher training program is 
unique. “No other college has a 
program quite like it,” Smith 
says. 

Vic Braden, under whom Smith 
studied tennis in California, in an 
article for World Tennis magazine 
wrote that TJC’s tennis training 
program is the most compre¬ 
hensive program he had seen. 
Students learning to teach tennis 
learn such skills as program 
planning and the operation of a 
tennis facility, Braden’s article 
explained. 

“Professional tennis players do 
not always make the best teach¬ 
ers,” Smith said. “Students 
should receive training in teach¬ 
ing tennis. Professional players' 
may know the game very well but
